4* £WT fcf^tftajl fcsfc fiwJtj* Subject appears to bs the person he claims to be 
and does not appear to be an enemy agent* Subject does not appear to have 
motives hostile to ue but appears to be more interested in money than he seres 
to admit* Subject appears to have told the main truth about his involvement with 
the Belgian IS but appears to bs concealing information of some sort concerning 
relations vdth tbs British IS* Subject appears to be practising deception to an 
unkaomi but considerable degree concerning his past in tbs V.crld- ar II period* 
Subject is clearly quits security- conscious but appears to have informed 
insiders in his organisation more fully than he cares to admit* 

5* App£a£fl*4.q£ Sofcjgpt: A shrewd operator: glib and aggressive* Tends to worry 
excessively and may" in time oome to contract a heart ailment from worry* It was 
evident ttmt subject bases a great deal of hie security feelings on his ability 
to lie and dissimulate; hence the visible depression into diicb he fell when it 
became dear to him that he was vulnerable to Carriage* Subject has a wall-devel- 
oped "clandestine mentality" and the other character demerits which make for 
success in clandestine activities*

his lif schist cry to oonforn to the requirements of his preterit environment and 
that be attashes great importance to maintaining the faoadc he has set up* An 
attmupt to extract the actual story might wdl destroy the usefulmeas of the 
subject* Subject appears wdl aware that bis eendtivity to questions concerning 
his past was correctly interpreted end this would seem to preride us with a 
strong instrument of control* Independent investigation e fjfche mihiect*s oast
